Our  World  Exposed  By  The  Media 

What  makes  Chelsea  schools  special?  For  one,  we’ve  been  featured 
in  almost  every  major  newspaper  and  magazine  across  the  coun¬ 
try,  including  The  Wall  Street  Journal,  Boston  Globe,  Washington 
Post,  Boston  Herald,  New  York  Times,  USA  Today,  Newark  Star- 
leader,  Time  Magazine  and  Newsweek.  However,  the  news  isn’t  about  our 
outstanding  students  or  our  achievements  in  the  field  of  edu¬ 
cation.  It’s  about  how  Boston  University  will  run  Chelsea’s 
troubled  school  system  for  the  next  decade. 

Chelsea  is,  according  to  The  New  York  Times,  “a  city  in 
which  its  residents  are  poor,  more  than  half  are  Hispanic  or 
Asian  immigrants,  and  they  have  one  of  the  highest  rates  of 
tuberculosis,  alcoholism,  drug  abuse  and  teenage 
pregnancy  in  the  Commonwealth.” 

USA  Today  wrote,  ‘‘Chelsea  has  the  state’s 
highest  dropout  rate-52  %  of  its  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  don’t  graduate.”  It  also  said  that  Chelsea 
spends  $3,328  a  year  on  each  pupil,  compared 
with  the  state  average  of  $4,490. 

All  of  the  newspaper  and  magazine  articles  are 
repetitious.  They  talk  about  how  bad  our  city  and 
schools  are  and  how  B.U.  will  become  the  first 
private  university  in  the  country  to  manage  an 
entire  public  school  system.  How  do  some  of 
C.H.S.  seniors  think  about  all  this  media 
coverage? 

Most  students  don’t  like  the  media  exposure, 
but  we  must  face  reality;  it  doesn’t  matter  what  we 
think;  the  media  will  write  what  they  see,  and  what 
they  want  to  write.  We  see  Chelsea  as  a  great  city 
in  which  to  grow  up  and  get  an  education.  Hope¬ 
fully,  the  media  will  soon  see  this  and  expose 
Chelsea,  not  a  list  of  negative  statistics  currently 
appearing  in  the  media  across  the  country,  but  as 
a  city  housing  a  school  system  made  up  of  kind, 
productive  and  intelligent  students.

s  the  final  miles  of  the  long  race  of  our  high  school  education  are 
approaching  the  finish  line,  we  are  already  starting  to  think  of  the 
next  race.

“The  simple  fact  is  that  we  all  received  at 
least  an  adequate  education,  and  it’s  not  the 
school  or  the  teachers.  It’s  the  students  who 
are  willing  to  learn  and  get  a  good  education; 
and,  I  think  the  Class  of  ’90  has  shown  it  is 
willing,”  felt  Bruce  Imbacuan. 

The  members  of  the  senior  class  feel  that 
they  are  best  able  to  decide  what  CHS  has  to 
offer.  They  have  experienced  CHS’s  adminis¬ 
trative  changes,  curriculum  changes,  and  struc¬ 
tural  changes.  The  media  rarely  seemed  to  fo¬ 
cus  on  the  positive  energy  and  ongoing 
educationally  sound  activities  that  administra¬ 
tors  approved,  teachers  planned,  and  students 
participated  in.  Most  often  they  reported  on  the 
newsbreaking  controversy  of  the  BU-Chelsea 
Project.

When  students  are  asked  what  distinguishes 
our  school  from  all  other  schools,  the  first  thing 
that  comes  into  their  minds  is  the  fact  Chelsea 
High  is  a  melting  pot  of  different  cultures  that 
consists  of  Hispanic,  Black,  Asian,  and  White 
students.  As  each  new  school  year  approaches, 
students  wonder  if  they'll  get  along  with  kids 
from  different  backgrounds. 

Kim  Messenger  confessed,  “I  was  scared 
when  I  came  up  here,  not  knowing  where  I’d  be 
or  if  students  of  different  nationalities  would  ac¬ 
cept  me  or  not.  As  it  turned  out,  I’ve  never  felt 
more  at  home  than  I  do  here.”  Although  the 
media  has  embellished  our  reputation  to  include 
drug  dealers  and  violent  troublemakers,  students 
find  that  our  school  is  full  of  warm,  caring  kids. 

Our  school  is  a  learning  center  not  just  for 
math,  English,  science,  and  other  academics, 
but  also,  a  learning  center  for  tolerating  and  cel¬ 
ebrating  different  cultures. 

Maria  Timas  felt,  “The  multiculture  that  is 
found  at  Chelsea  High  is  unique.  There  are  peo¬ 
ple  speaking  all  kinds  of  languages  and  having 
their  own  culture.  If  you  wanted  to,  you  could 
learn  so  much  about  the  other  cultures  without 
even  visiting  foreign  countries.” 

Times  have  changed  at  Chelsea  High.  Fifteen 
years  ago  about  95%  of  the  school  population 
was  white.  Today  the  school  consists  of  only 
26%  white.  The  Hispanic  race  dominates  the 
population  of  the  school  this  year  with  56%, 
while  the  Asian  population  consists  of  15%,  and 
the  Afro-Amercians  with  only  3%.  Students  who 
have  immigrated  from  Armenia,  Poland,  Ethio¬ 
pia,  Bermuda,  Columbia,  Vietnam,  Cambodia,  Hong  Kong,  Portugal,  just  to  name  a 
few  countries,  attend  CHS. 

As  students,  we  felt  privileged  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  share  numerous 
cultures.  In  a  world  where  so  many  are  searching  for  peace,  we  have  enjoyed  four 
years  of  "world  peace”  within  the  halls  of  Chelsea  High  School.

When  students  hear,  “Will  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Student  Council  please  re¬ 
port  to  Mr.  Raimo’s  office  immediate¬ 
ly?!  .  .  some  wish,  “If  only  I  could 
leave  homeroom.

In  1989-90  six  new  positions  were 
opened  to  include  the  eighth  grade 
population.

Exposing  A  New  Beginning 


Students  were  brimming  with  hope. 
Boston  University  joined  Chelsea  to  re¬ 
structure  the  school  system.  B.U.  pro¬ 
posals  included  social  services  for  chil¬ 
dren,  family  centers  for  teaching 
English  to  students  with  their  parents, 
overhaul  of  the  curriculum,  and  in¬ 
creases  in  teacher  salaries.  B.U.  Presi¬ 
dent  John  Silber  promised  to  raise 
funds  through  private  and  public 
grants.  Raising  test  scores  in  reading, 
writing  and  math  by  20%  over  a  five 
year  period  presented  an  exciting  pro¬ 
jection. 

Although  the  graduating  class  did 
not  reap  the  full  benefit  of  this  union  of 
private  and  public  sectors,  they  felt  the 
excitement  and  anxiety  that  change 
and  innovation  generates.

Ron  Toleos,  submaster,  met  with  Peter  Greer,  B.U.  Dean  of  Education,  and  B.J.  McConnell  from 
Washington,  D.C.  Ms.  McConnell  came  to  talk  about  community  involvement  in  decreasing  drug 
problems. 


B.U.  would  listen  to  their  criticisms  and 
requests. 

B.U.  embarked  on  its  ten  year  ven¬ 
ture  to  turn  Chelsea  back  into  a  model 
school  for  the  nation.  John  Silber  ex¬ 
pressed  the  hope  that  students  of  the 
twenty  first  century  would  be  as  proud 
of  Chelsea  as  the  students  of  the  early 
twentieth  century  were.

The  date  for  TET  is  based  on  the 
lunar  calendar.
